Responsive to the Notice of Abandonment dated March 11, 2005, Applicant hereby 
requests that the Holding of Abandonment be withdrawn and that the Request for 
Reconsideration of the Decision on the Petition under 37 CFR 1.47(b) be considered. 

Applicant was sent a Notice to File Missing Parts dated January 31, 2002 indicating that 
the oath or declaration was defective because it had not been executed in accordance with 37 
CFR § 1.66 or 37 CFR § 1.68. 

The Applicant was unable to obtain the signatures of the inventors on a declaration, and 
therefore on July 29, 2002, in response to the January 31, 2002 Notice of Missing Parts, the 
Applicant filed a Petition to Accept the Application without signatures Under 37 CFR § 1.47(b) 
("Petition"). 

After some time had passed, Applicant contacted the Petitions Office in an effort to learn 
the status of the Petition at which time the Applicant learned for the first time that a Decision on 
the Petition was rendered on August 8, 2003. The Decision on the Petition set forth a 2 month 
period for response from the mailing date of the Decision. The Applicant did not file a request 
for reconsideration because the Decision was not received.

1. I am a paralegal (head of patent administration) of the firm E. Blum and 
Company, Patentwalte VSP, Vorderberg 11, 8044 Zurich, Switzerland. 

2. Our firm was retained by Arkwright, Inc. to contact the inventors of the above- 
referenced patent application to have them execute an inventor's declaration. 

3. On or about January 17, 2002, 1 sent copies of the inventor's declaration and the 
patent application to each inventor named in the application, namely Ulf Bamberg, Peter 
Kummer, and Ilona Stiburek. Copies of these letters are attached as New Exhibits I, K, and L, 
respectively. 

4. The envelope sent to Ulf Bamberg was returned to us by the postal service of 
Germany with an indication that Mr. Bamberg had changed his address without notice of a new 
address. A copy of the envelope is attached as New Exhibit J. 

5. On January 29, 2002, 1 sent an email to Mr. Heinz Beer of Oce (Schweiz) AG 
requesting whether he had any other address for Mr. Bamberg. In his reply, Mr. Beer confirmed 
that the last known address that Oce (Schweiz) AG had in its employee files was the same 
address I had in my possession.
